On the other hand, it seems 
to us that the bill Invites claims for back pay and that individuals 
might he encouraged to file under it when there is no reas onable 
basis for them to do so. further, in view of the very broad terms 
of Section 102(c) of the national Security Act of 1947 , as amended, 
it seems desirable to avoid placing any kind of restriction on ter- 
minations effected thereunder. Shis would not be a direct result 
of enactment of this proposal, but claims which might be encouraged 
by It could bring about additional court cases without benefit to 
the employee or to the Agency.
